tered the winter in excellent con- 
dition-. 


The area planted to winter wheat 


is estimated at 10-1,000 compared 
with 93,000' last year and 101,000 
in the fall of .1919.

1 was i?5 par cent of normal 
compared with 94 par cent 'D 1520 
and a 10 year average of 9o pel- 
cent. 


An ideal fall for farm work in

NAVY BAN DUE TO FACT.. THAT AIR- 


PLANES HAVE RENDERED BATTLE- 


SHIPS 
OBSOLETE, SAYS

The Amnesty Policy 


OKNEWBD efforts for the release of 
•*-*• the remaining 125 political prisoners 
still held in federal prisons were announc- 
ed yesterday by the American Civil Lib- 
erties Union which has been conducting] 
an amnesty campaign at Washington for 
the past two months. The new campaign 
is directed not on-!y to the release from 
prison of those offenders convicted for 
expressions of opinion but to the restor- 
ation of their civil rights, dismissal of 
untried cases under war laws, and the 
release of soldiers convicted during the 
war for purely military offenses, manj 
of which involved only expressions of 
opinion. 


In a statement announcing the new 


campaign the Civil Liberties Union calls 
attention to the -character of President 
Harding's Christmas pardons which "in 
no way constitute recognition of the prin- 
ciple of amnesty." The statement says : 
"Of the twenty-four commutations of 
Sentence made by the President, only 
three 'were political prisoners for whom 
the Administration offered no mitigating 
circumstances to excuse its action to the 
public. These three are Eugene V. Debs, 
Joseph W. Coldwell of Khode Island, and 
Edward Hamilton of Chicago. In all the 
other cases, some suoh reason was given 
as that the men are old, or penitent, or 
denied the offenses for which they were 
convicted, or are subject to deportation. 


"It Is evident that the administration 


had .no 'intelligible basis of discrimina- 
tion except to pick cases save that of 
Debs, which 
most easily def end-

"The time has come when industrial progress 


is halted," Mr. Martin said. 
"Railroads anc 


motor cars have developed their full usefulness. 
In my estimation, railroads have made no prog- 
ress in the last fifteen years, nor will they in the 
future. 


"By that I mean they delivered their cargo 


fifteen years ago as quickly as they do today. 
They have increased volume, but not one hour 
has been clipped from their schedule's. 


"The use of airplanes, the last means of trans- 


portation to be invented, will solve this .prob- 
lem. 


"All European countries subsidize their air 


transportation services. They also have a won- 
derful chain of landing fields developed by the 
war. 


"The main point T want to make is the fact 


that the people consider air travel safe. 


"Why are we not flying today between our im- 


portant centers? In my opiiiion, the absence of 
law is no small item. All of Europe has air 
laws establishing the status of the air and de- 
fining the liability. 


"We also have no terminals. And the biggest 


item is the fact that the people are not ready for 
it. 
They disbelieve because they have not had 


a demonstration right at home. 


"Air transports of the future mil fly in all 


kinds of weather, night and day. 
Some won- 


derful instruments now have been.developed that 
will make aircraft safe even though people in 
them cannot sec. 


"The great future aerial transportation sys- 


iems will consider the airplane, itself only a very 
small part of the scheme, for proper terminals 
and terminal facilities are far more
